HJIS Done Things Republicans 


Have Been Talking About 


Doing; for Years. 


By Dr. Charles W. Eliot 


Within a few weeks the whol 


country -will be ringing with denunci 
ation by Republican and Progressiv 
orators of the omissions, short-corn 
ings and failures of the Democrati 
party since it came into power in 
March, 1913. 
Inevitably the party 


has provided the orators with ampl 
material for criticism and reproach 
The task which the party and the 
President had set themselves was 
overwhelming at best; within the 
party there were wide differences of 
opinion about persons and policies; 
Democrats of large experience in pub- 
lic business were but few; and very 
grave troubles in and with Mexico 
early claimed the earnest attention of 
the Administration to the compara- 
tive exclusion of some domestic prob- 
lems of serious import to the busi- 
ness interests of the country, such 
as civil service both at home and in 
the insular possessions, the crippled 
railroads, and the industrial warfare. 
Nevertheless, 
the achievements of 


the present Administration are extra- 
ordinary in amount and remarkably 
significant and far-reaching. 
The 


principal achievements are contribu- 
tions to sound international policies 
and conduct. 


Under the guidance of President 


Wilson, the United States has been 
thoroughly committeed to non-inter- 
vention by force of arms when adven- 
turous American investors in the ter- 
ritory of a foreign state are threat- 
ened with loss of life, liberty or 
property on the foreign soil, or have 
actually suffered such losses. Ameri- 
can investors had gone into Mexico 
of their own accord and at their own 
risk, because they thought they could 
make more money by applying their 
inventive or constructive power and 
their capital there than they could at 
home. 
The disordered condition of 


the country threatened losses to these

Americans; and the

This last time it killed a dozen 
and injured many, and blew over 
many houses, etc. This time it struck 
Whiskey Hill and gave vent to its 
feelings in ttiat section of the city. 
Those killed and injured were most- 
ly foreigners and it was to these that 
the properties belonged. 


I was a week behind for this last 


storm. 
The wreckage had not all 


been cleared away, thus leaving a 
sorrowful sight to behold. Work of 
the general relief committee was well 
on its way. The distribution of food 
and clothing was still being made 
and too much praise cannot be given 
the Salvation Army for the part they 
have taken in caring for the suffer- 
ers. 
The city officials directed the 


work of clearing away the debris left 
by the cyclone. The lumber left from 
the demolished 
houses had been 


neatly piled up near the place where 
the houses stood so that the owners 
could get it. 
The mattresses and 


broken furniture, in fact all worth- 
less household goods, are being burn- 
ed. When_I was there the city engi- 
neers were on the ground busily en- 
gaged in giving new grades at which 
the houses are to be rebuilt, some 
having already begun to dig and 
shovel preparatory to the rebuilding. 
Many of the houses still standing 
have been shaken from pillar to post 
so that the building inspector, with a 
corps of assistants, was busy examin- 
ing them to determine which ones 
were safe and which were unsafe and 
would have to come down or be 
strengthened. 
It 
was discovered 


whilst I was standing looking on 
that there were still eight families 
who had not as yet gotten new homes 
or quarters. 
All of these were at 


once provided with tents in which 
they could live comfortably until 
other arrangements could be made 
for them. The colliery that is locat- 
ed very near was knocked out of 
commission and it will be some days 
or weeks before work can be re- 
sumed. 
In the meantime the poor 


board will feed those who were 
knocked out of work by the mishap 
to the colliery.

These buyers can not get 
what they need from Euope now and 
naturally turn to the United States. 


"There Is a wonderful opportunity 


right now to establish with the Pan- 
American republics trade relations 
which will be permanent. 
President 


Wilson's wise policy toward these na- 
tions, as illustrated by his virtual 
recognition of three of them as world 
powers in the Mexican peace negotia- 
tions, has put them in a friendly 


frame of mind toward us. 
Senti- 


mentally, they probably would rather 
deal with us than with anybody else. 
If our manufacturers are alive to the 
situation and resist the temptation to 
charge war prices tor their goods, 
Europe never again will get much of 
their business, and within a very few 
years the business will be double or 
triple what it is now."

Medical science tells us that an Im- 


perfect nervous system Is often the 
cause of the tendency to cruelty some- 
times seen In young children—that If 
a chifd shows a disposition to torture 
animals or abuse other children It 
does not follow that the boy or girl 
Is a degenerate; it may be due to the 
presence of toxin In the blood. The' 
well-known tendency to cruelty on the 
part of those addicted to the exces- 
sive use of Intoxicants, bears out this 
statement. Men, who in sober mo- 
ments are tender husbands and fa- 
thers, become transformed by strong 
drink Into savages and fiends. Even 
the more "temperate" use of liquor 
tends to dull the sensibilities and be- 
cloud the finer instincts. The toxin 
in the blood of a moderate drinker, 
while not always causing a noticeable 
degeneracy In the man himself, is 
transmitted to his offspring, and In 
the third or fourth generation. If not 
before, Is manifested in the "cruel 
tendencies" of children that excite our 
wonder. 


RUINING A VESTED INTEREST. 


Collier's Weekly, which with com- 


mendable frequency gives the liquor 
traffic an editorial stab, recently an- 
swered as follows the saloonlst's claim 
that to destroy the saloon is to destroy 
a vested interest: 


"Every generation raises its crop of 


fine old crusted Tories—some of them 
in the humbler walks of life. And at 
all times they oppose light—even as 
they once tried to resist lighting what 
Longfellow called the 'street lamps 
of the ocean.' The instance we have 
in mind is noted in Emerson's Jour- 
nal. Sixty years ago the philosopher 
visited Nauset, on Cape Cod. 'Collins, 
the keeper, told us he found resistance 
on Cape Cod to the project of building 
a lighthouse on this coast, as it would 
inaure the wrecking business.' Did you 
ever stop to think that our lighthouses 
have "utterly ruined what used to be a 
vested interest?" 


DISAPPROVAL OF LIQUOR. 


The American Sheet and Tin Plate 


company of Vandergrift, Pa, which is 
a subsidiary concern of the United 
States Steel corporation, has placed 
the stamp of disapproval on liquor 
and drinking by notifying all employes 
that they must withdraw from frater- 
nal organizations and clubs which 
maintain sideboards, or cease to work 
In the company's plants. 
They are 


also prohibited from Indorsing liquor 
license applications. 
'"This order, it is said, not only af- 
fects the 6,000 employes at the Leech- 
burg, Hyde Park, New Kensington and 
Vandergrift plants, but all the plants 
of the company throughout the coun- 
try.
